ADVANTAGES OF EXPLORATION. 

There is every prospect of this community 
shortly enjoying the substantial advantages of 
exploration. Although the information receited 
on Monday led us into some trifling inaccuracies 
respecting the discovery of placer diggings, yet 
the facts, so far as the discovery of that class of 
diggings is concerned, are substantially correct. 
For a considerable distance above the quartz 
ledge first discovered on Seymour Creek the 
ground has been found to prospect yell, both on 
the “bars” of the stream and, what is of far 
greater importance, upon the extensive * benches” 
which skirt its banks. It is true the locality can- 
not yet be said to be prospected ; but we are as- 
suted by experienced miners, residents of this 
city, and jn whose veracity as well ss judgment 
we have implicit confidence, that, so far as they 
have tested it, they confidently believo the dig- 
gings will prove not only rich but sufficiently ex.

on from 50c.-to T5c. a day, and would, conse- 
quently, work four of five dullar diggings with. 
a fair profit. We hope that at least enough has 
already been digipvered to lead to = thorongh 
prospecting of the*creek, both for quartz and 
placer diggings ; and we are glad, therefore, to 
hear of the readiness manifested by His Excel- 
lency to second private effort in every way with- 
in his power. |

"NATIVE CONSTABLES. 


Is it desitable thet natives should be employ- 
ed io the capecity of constables or policemen? 
Yes, under certain citcumstances. The murder 


ay one or more: Indian constables on board the 


sloop Random, off Metlakahtla, has given rise to 
considerable discussion upon the subject. That. 
the clasd of men generally engaged in selling 
whisky to Indians alung the coast of British Col- 
ymbia should raise an outcry against it, and se- 
game indignation at being insulted by the ap- 
h of native constables to enforee the law 
sinst their nefarious traffic, is not at all to be 
wondered at, These men would object to the 
intefference of any officer, of whatever color or 
este he might be. Bat it is not usual to con- 
sult the fastidious tastes of men engeged in an 
illegal trade as to the color and caste of the offi- 
cers by whom they would prefer to be arrested. 
* tt is a disagreeable thing to be arrested on any 
terms, atid it may add to the humiliation to be 
srrested by an Indian. But one doea ‘not look 
for those finer feelings amongst the class to which 
we allude. In the East Indies the natives are 
eligible to many posts, of greater responsibility 
and distinction than that of constable, and are 
largely employed by the government, So also 
in Africa, What would: be thought of Europe- 
ans who might penetrate these countries for the 
purpose of driving an iNegal trade with the natives 
ubjecting to being arrested because the. consta- 
bles were biack or copper colored? This reminds 
us of an instance of a colored man being arrested 
two of three yearsago in the Indian encamp- 
ment at Victoria by Indian constables for being 
engaged in the “ tarigle-leg” business, . He stont- 
ly protested against submitting to auch an in 
dignity, but was finally carried to jail by two or 
three etal wart native constables, convicted and 


. fined, all the ‘while protesting sgainst the gress 


insult. | But this part of the subject is unworthy 
of the consideration we have g:ven it. The ques 
tion to be considered is, Dues the employment of 
these people as constables, ander certain ciream- 
stances, tend to promote the ends of good order 
and justice ? We have already replied in the 
affirmative, and will now proceed to adduce in- 


‘stances in order to establish the point. 


Not long ago the Indian constables at Nanai- 
mo atrested a white man in their encampment 
and brought him before the Magistrate, charged 
with being drunk and disorderly, bringing rum 
into the Indian villages end giving it to the In 
diana. He was convieted upon the first and 
second charges, and heavily fined, but the Pre- 
siding Magistrate declined to convict shim upon 
‘the latter charge on Indian testimony alone. 
Yet more recetitly one of these constables was 
detailed by the Magistrate to look after a very 
important case—that of the murder of four Hy- 
dahs by some Chemainus Indians. The consta- 
ble in question, we sre informed by a correapon- 
dent of the British Colonist, proceeded tu Che- 
maings aud suceeded in marking the two guilty 
men, then returned to Nanaimo, and, in company 


with the rest of the force of native constables, 


went down and arrested the murderers in the 
face of the whole tribe and carried them to Ne- 
naim), where they were fully committed for trial, 
and when the manner in which these native offi- 
cers managed the affair was warmly eulogized by 
the Presiding Magistrate. These constables, or 
policemen, have now. been in the service over two 
years, and have, upon the whole, done guod ser- 
vice and rendered efficient help ty the Magistrate 
in carrying ont the administration of justice. 
When any one of them is guilty of a serious dere- 
liction of daty, such ss getting drunk—what 
mould be held as » venial offence in the case of 
a white constable—his baton is taken from him, 
and he no longer has the honor, which they highly 
Yalup, of ranking as'® member of the service. In 
- 1861 several chiefs of the different tribes living 
in'the, vicinity of Victoria wete employed as po- 


licemen, and did good serviee, too, in arresting 


whisky vendors, &c. But, unfortanately, 
‘of these chiefs selected were themselves notorious 
dronkards, and soon yielded to their former vice, 
thereby incapacitating themselves for their office. 
In this way the scheme was broken up. Dur- 
ing the Indian troobles of lest year on the islands 
‘of the gulf natives were largely employed in cap- 
turing the guilty’ parties. In fact it is very 
doubtful if they would bave been caught to this 
dey had it not been for such assistance. Lastly, 
Mr; Duncan has very successfully employed In- 
dians as constables at his settlement. They have 
quietly and unostentatiously performed their 
duty ; and whether, in the discharge of that duty, 
they have been bronght in contact with the whis- 
ky vendor or with their own pagen brethren, 
they have displayed an amount of dignity, 


Négs and forbearance nut. always characte isi

Sséistance Mr. Duncan has been enabled to main- 
tain the community of Metlakaht!s in a state of 
order perhaps unequalled by any white settle- 
ment in either Uoluny. From these instances 
we draw thé conclusion that where Indians ore 
under the itifiuence of the missionsry ustive con- 
Stables can be em with the most bs 
Tesults, pot only in enforcing lew and

But, the fact is, many of the Indians at Metla- 
kabtls are more civilized, and certainly better 
entitled to be denominated Christian, than most 
of the whites en in smuggling whisky to 
the Indians along the coast. “The ery raised by 
these fellows againat being handled by Indian 
constables is, therefore, really entitled to nv con- 
sideration, but should rather be received as proof 
of the efficiency of the scheme of employing na- 
tives in that capacity, 


RETURN OF-THE CHILACOTEN EXPEDITION. 


The Hon. Chartres Brew and his party arriv- 
ed on Thursday, having shipped on board H. M. 
gunboat Grappler at Bella Cuola, As the gun- 
boat steamed into port there was # general rush 
to the wharf, and as she came alongside ‘three 
cheers for Mr. Brew and party” were called for 
by Capt. Couper, aed given with a hearty good 
will by the concoorse of people on the wharf. 
Then fellowed the usual congratulations, and 
right warmly were those noble fellows wel- 
comed back to New Westminster. They all look- 
ed rugged and well, even Mr. Brew looking less 
thin and haggard than we were led to expect, 
They brought with them ® Bella Bella Indian, 
charged with being concerned in the murder of 
Holmes in 1862. He is lodged in jail, and will 
probably be tried at the approaching Assizes.- 
Mr. Brew’s movements, subsequent to lesv- 
ing, Benshee Lake, are barren of incident. 
The Chief of the Western branch of the Chila- 
coten tribe, Anaheim, surrendered unconditional- 
ly at Nacoontloon and restored the horses and 
ull the other property taken from the white men. 
As Anaheim and the men about him hed not 
been actually engaged in any of the massacres, 
Mr. Brew pardoned them. This Chief appears 
well disposed towards the Government and has 
engaged to secure the remainder. of the fugitives 
in the spring and deliver them up to justice. 
The expedition may now be considered at an 
end. And while everyone will regret that the 
practical results of an undertaking which . must 
have cost considerably over $100,000 are sv 
meagre, yet it is matter of great thanfulness that 
it has been attended with no sactifice of life. 
Mr. Brew and his party have not only under- 
gone a very great amount of hardship, but they 
have been frequently exposed to imminent dan- 
ger. Mr. Brew his repeatedly, detached from 
the main party, and accompanied oly by a hand- 
ful-of men, made incursions into a wild country, 
never before penetrated by # white man, and 
has, for days, been expussd to the clandestine 
stincks of a savage foe. Ever foremost where 
danger and privation were to be encountered, he 
has been reduced to subsisting for days upon roots 
and berries. Jt is, therefore, with more than or- 
dinary feeling that we welcome back the brave 
cc mmander of the expedition and the noble lot 
of volunteers who hare sv faithfully and efficient- 
ly served under him.

The Liquor Frade amongst the Indians. 

As we have recently devoted considerable 
space to this subject, the following extracts from 
the Bishop of Colombia’s journal, and published 
in The Church of England Temperance Magazine, 
may not be out of place — 

“ Sunpay, Feb. 9.—On leaving the school we 
heard o great noise of voices and a drum. e 
found two handred Hyddh Indians, seated in 
double ring, roand a huge pile of biscuits and 
sundry eatables.- The women were particularly 
excited, with their embroidered dresses and paint- 
ed faces. All were in their best costumes. 
Many were intoxicated, and the; whole body: in 
a fair way to become so, Some half a dozen In- 
dians were going roand incessantly with bottles 
of ‘tangle leg,’ fiery liquid, and small glass 
tamblers. Men women, and children, were alike 
regaled. Some had bottles, and what they did 
not drink they poured away for @ mure private 
occasion ; they also had tin pots and baskets, to 
receive the eatables 

“Jt was an awful scene, a drunken revel of 
the most terrible description. There was an a 
bundant supply of liquor, although this is for- 
bidden by law. There were frequent oaths and im- 
precations uttered in English. The occasion of 
this was the death of # youth ; and bis friends 
gave the entertainment, One box of biscyits, 
an Indian told me, had cost five dollars, or one 
pound, The usual termination of such scenes is 
nniversal intoxication and savage fights. Yet 
much of this might be Trevouted: ‘There needs 
an Indian protector, to see the laws carried out.” 

“On the Petre! coming up the the river leden 
with spirits, the Christian Indians had a meeting, 
und resolved to stup the traffic if they could. 
One spoke, and said he would gp alone, if. others 
did not come. Next\day they went forth and 
remonstrated with the trader, and ‘took up -his 
anchor and sent him away. | Another vessel 
afterwards came, the Langley ; they, remonstrat- 
ed with the master, and reminded him of the man- 
of-war, who might come up. He defied them, 
and said he eared not-for any man-of-war ; he 
had # band of their enemies on! board, Hydahe, 
who drew their knivea ; and very serious con- 
sequencet might have ensued. The Christians did 
not press the matter to extremities, and the traf- 
fic went on, * Why should you come here, and 
stir np all evil—cause fighting apd death amongst 
ne 7? was the earnest appeal of the Indians, A 
fight ensued from dronkengss. Three were kil- 
led and three wounded ; 4 temporary peace was 
then made between the contiguous villages, bat 
the dead chief was kept anturied in his house, 
that the anger might not dic, and that more 
blood might yet be shed. . 

‘Tana do bloodshed and murdet follow in the 
wake of these European liqnor-sellers. Captain 
McNeil told me that, te his knowledge, thirty 
violent deaths had happened in two years, amongst 
the Indians of the Fort and Noss River, entirely 
to be attributed to thie liquor suld them. Great 
was the delight of the Christian Indians when 
they saw the game two vessela they hed warned 
away, captures of tha Devestation, and their mas- 
tera prisoners on board.” }
